FIGHTS BEING 
KEENLY WATCHED

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
13. — A 
record-breaking number of mem­ 
bers of the House of Representatives 
—more than one-eighth of the to­ 
tal—today faced election in state­ 
wide contests instead of congres­ 
sional districts. 
The total was raised to 55 by the 
decision of the Virginia Supreme 
Court holding the state reapportion­ 
ment act invalid, and may be in­ 
creased to 72 by the United States 
Supreme Court. 
The 
unprecedented 
situation, it 
was declared in political circles, may 
have an im portant bearing not only 
on the fight between Republicans 
and Democrats for control of the 
house but also in the battle be­ 
tween wets and drys. 
Court Fight 
In a final attem pt to avoid a 
statewide choice of house members, 
the state of Mississippi went into 
the Supreme Court today to over­ 
turn a lower Federal Court decision 
holding the legislative redistricting 
act invalid. 
The high court also 
has before it a petition to have the 
Tennessee 
act 
declared unconsti­ 
tutional. 
In 
Kentucky, 
Minnesota. 
Mis­ 
souri and Virginia all members of 
the house must be chosen at large, 
while part of the delegations in 
Florida, Illinois, New York, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Texas, North Dakota and 
Connecticut must be elected in this 
manner.

Here are a few lines of “postoffice 
history" as offored by Eleanor Mor­ 
gan, of 508 Galbreath avenue, the 
facts for which were assembled from 
an old history of Lawrence county. 
An old picture of the first postoffice, 
displayed at The News yesterday, 
has commenced some reminiscing 
among old timers. 
These facts may help them: 
“For several years after the first 
settlement of New Castle, the near­ 
est postoffice was at Fort McIntosh, 
on the site of the present town of 
Beaver. The mails were mostly car­ 
ried on horseback. 
The first postoffice in the little 
town was established in the year 
1812, under President Madison’s ad­ 
ministration, the first postmaster 


being Joseph Thorton Boyd. 
The 
office was located in the new log 
store built by he and John Wilson, 
on the corner of the lot later occu­ 
pied by the Disciples’ church. 
Mr. 
Boyd must have been a very popu­ 
lar man for he held the office from 
that date until about 1838 and aft­ 
erwards for about 18 months. 
Mr. Boyd, according to an obitu­ 
ary notice published in* the New 
Castle Gazette and 
Democrat 
in 
March 1836, had been appointed in 
1812, and continued to fill the of­ 
fice for 26 consecutive years, up to 
1838. 
Following him were: R. W. 
Stewart, David Tidball. Joseph Boyd, 
David Tidball, David Schaffer, Wil­ 
liam H. Reynolds, William Shaw, 
David Tidball, Alexander Newell, 
A. H. Leslie."

Following an exhaustive report 
by the Budget Committee Wed­ 
nesday

Castle School Board, the matter 
of re-establishing part of the 
Trade 
school 
classes 
in 
the 
school shops was definitely set­ 
tled, the board refusing to re­ 
scind any part of its previous 
action in closing the shops. 
The m atter was brought before 
rtie board a month ago when a 
delegation of Trade School teach­ 
ers presented a request, asking they 
be perm itted to operate the shops 
lor salaries which would amount 
to the subsidies received from the 
Federal and State Governments. A 
committee was appointed by Presi­ 
dent Daniel B. Woolcock, the com­ 
mittee being the Budget Commit­ 
tee, Consisting of Mrs. Ray B rad­ 
ford Elliott, Roy W. Hazen and W. 
W. Duff. 
Matter Considered Thoroughly 
Director Roy W. Hazen presented 
the report and prefaced the read­ 
ing of it by saying th at the com­ 
m ittee had gone into the m atter 
thoroughly inasmuch as there were 
two primary questions of law in­ 
volved. 
The report set out th at the board 
had eliminated the shops from the 
school curriculum only after care­ 
ful study and the imperative need 
for economy at this time. 
The re­ 
establishm ent of the shops at this 
| time, the report said, would mean 
a reversal of the board’s previous 
action, would 
entail 
considerable 
1 money and thus mean a revision 
of the budget upwards at this time. 
The added expense was said in 
the report to be th a t occasioned 
by the hiring of academic teachers 
for the teaching of related sub­ 
jects, such as mathematics, science, 
English and the like. 
For these 
teachers there is no Smith-Hughes 
aid from the Federal government. 
This expense would mean a net in­ 
crease of $2470. $500 more for jani­ 
tor service, $011 for fuel. $400 for 
light and power, and supplies, esti- 
m rted by the teachers a t $300 would 
bring the net increase in the bud­ 
get to $4281. 
M ust File R eports 
Further, the report went on to 
saj'. the work of Sm ith-Hughes Act 
teachers in Trade Schools m ust be 
reported and the report sworn to. i 
If the board paid the teachers sal- » 
aries totalling only the am ount of 
aid received, it would mean th at 
they would be reimbursed for only 
a per cent of this amount, and not ! 
forty per cent of the scheduled sal­ 
ary. 
To report a teacher as re­ 
ceiving the scheduled salary, know- j 
ing that, a certain portion would be | 
returned, would be a violation of 
ethics, in the words of the report, 
and m ight lead to difficulty with I 
the Federal Vocational Educational j 
Board. 
Tiie committee recommended the i 
refusal of the proposal for three 
reasons. First, By it acceptance the 
board would be reversing itself and 
forced to revise the budget up­ 
wards. 
Second, the re-establish- ! 
m ent of the Trade Schools would j 
mean a net increase in cast of $4281. ! 
Third, acceptance of the plan would 
be a violation of ethics and, would 
be of questionable legality in addi- j 
tion. 
Teachers Heard 
P. G. Howell, an instructor in the 
Shops asked to be heard on the 
subject and said th a t he felt the 
abandonm ent of the shops was an 
injustice to the students and to 
the teachers. 
He suggested that 
the Trade School be run as an ad­ 
junct of the Senior High School, 
and by this means the related sub­ 
jects could be taught by instructors 
of the school now* working. If it is 
illegal for such an arrangem ent in 
NewT Castle, Mr. Howell said it must 
necessarily be illegal in other parts 
of Pennsylvania where such a plan 
is in effect. 
M artin Mills, another instructor j 
of the Shops asked where the dif­ 
ference was between the proposal 
made by them, and the plan now in 
effect wherein two vocational Home 
Economics teachers in the Senior 
High School were making a volun­ 
tary contribution of twenty per cent 
back to the school district. 
It was 
explained th a t these teachers were 
under another act, and th at further 
the report to the Federal Govern­ 
ment w-ould show only the actual 
> alary paid these teaciiers. 
After 
hearing the explanation of the com­ 
mittee Mr. Mills said th at he did 
not blame the board for its action. 
J. C. Thomas, a citizen was heard 
in the m atter and said th at he was 
a taxpayer and that he had a son 
who had started Trade School work 
and that he felt it was unfair to • 
discontinue this type of instruction > 
when other subjects, less im portant ! 
in Ins opinion, were being taught 
Practically every member of the 
board expressed himself in the m at- ! 
ter and with one exception said 
th a t while they were in sympathy I 
with the spirit back of the proposal 
and wanted to see the Trade Schooh 
classes continue, they were forced to 
vote against the idea. 
The one exception to the report 
was Mrs. J. C. B. Douthett who said 
th at she felt the board could make 
other economies to get the needed 
$4281 to carry on the Trade School 
work, and that she thought it was 
grossly unfair to discontinue the 
shop work when it was so important.

Plaintiffs Claim It Was Made 
Wh«n Holliday Was Of 
Sound Mind 


Original w ill of the late Hiram 
Holiday, made on October, 25, 1920, 
was 
introduced 
in 
evidence 
tills 
morning in the contest which has 
been on trial before Judge James A. 
Chambers in county court this week. 
Attorney Clyde V. Ailey, who drew 
the will, and who is named as one 
of the executors, took the witness 
stand and explained the circum­ 
stance 
su rro u n d in g the making of 
the will. His contention is that this 
w ill was made at a time when ikr. 
Holliday was undeniably of sound 
mind, while the other will, which 
has been offered for probate, was 
niede after Mr. Holliday had been | 
adjudged incompetent to look after 
his estate, and a guardian appoint­ 
ed. 
In the original w ill Mr. Holliday 
provided for the payment of his 
funeral expenses and just debts; 
designating that his funeral was 
to take place from the home of his 
half brother, Thomas Foster. 
After his death he directed that i 
his estate be converted into cash 
for the payment of the following 
legacies. 
To his son, Frank Holliday $500; 
to the three children of his son, $500 
each; to his friend, 
Frank Fisher, i 
$500. 
Bequests to Romona Foster, 
and Zelma Foster, daughters of his 
half brother, Thomas Foster, and 
Jessie McNeish. and $100 to Thomas 
Foster for expense and trouble of 
having the funeral at his home. 
The 
balance was to be 
divided 
equally betwixt his three 
grand­ 
children, sons of Frank Holliday. 
Frank J. Fisher 
and 
Attorney 
Clyde V. Ailey were named as ex­ 
ecutors. 
The w ill was witnessed by 
Mont L. Ailey and Clyde V. Ailey. 
On November 28th, 1923, a codi­ 
cil was added to the will at the : 
request of Mr. Holliday. 
In this 
codicil he changed the 
place 
of 
holding 
his 
funeral 
from 
th e ; 


Thomas Foster home to the home of 
his son, Frank Holliday. 
Changes were also made in the 
bequests to Romona and Zelma Fos­ 
ter 
daughters of Thomas Foster, 
and to Jessie McNeish, the defend­ 
ant in the case on trial. 
Her share, 
under the codicil was to be $300. 
The remainder of the estate was to 
be divided among the three grand­ 
children share and share alike. 
Attorney Ailey gave a detailed 
account oi how the will had been 
drawn. 
He said that Hiram H olli­ 
day had been to his office on sev­ 
eral occasions, and 
had 
outlined 
what he wanted in. the will. 
A t­ 
torney Ailey had then drawn it up 
according to these instructions. He 
had come back again when the cod­ 
icil was made. 
This had also been 
properly signed and witnessed. 
Attorney Ailey said that after the 
w ill had been drawn Mr. Holliday 
requested him to keep it in his safe 
until after his death. 
In 1931 a 
man named Turner and S. E. Pat­ 
terson, who had
